This  list  cancels  all  previous  quotations.  All  agreements  and  contracts  are  made  subject 
to  crop  losses  through  unavoidable  causes. 

THE  PRICES  named  on  this  list  are  based  upon  present  market  conditions,  and  are 
subject  to  change  without  notice.  We  invite  correspondence  with  prospective  buyers,  and 
shall  be  pleased  to  quote  special  prices  on  want  lists  calling  for  larger  quantities  than  are  named 
herein.  On  the  other  hand,  these  are  wholesale  prices  and  are  applicable  only  to  wholesale 
quantities;  in  no  case  will  we  fill  retail  orders,  even  though  from  nurserymen,  at  these  prices. 
All  orders  should  be  made  up  in  lO’s  or  multiples  of  10. 

TERMS.  The  usual  terms  are  offered  to  those  of  established  credit  or  whose  responsibility 
is  known  to  us.  Cash,  security  or  satisfactory  references  required  from  unknown  parties. 
All  bills  are  due  in  sixty  days  unless  other  arrangements  are  made  at  the  time  of  sale.  All 
prices  are  net  and  not  subject  to  any  discount  unless  specially  agreed  upon. 

SHIPPING.  Customers  are  requested  to  give  definite  instructions  in  regard  to  manner 
of  shipping  that  they  desire.  In  the  absence  of  special  instructions  we  will  use  our  own  best 
judgment,  but  with  the  express  understanding  that  it  is  without  responsibility  on  our  part. 
All  shipments  travel  at  the  risk  and  cost  of  the  purchaser.  We  have  the  New  York  Central, 
the  West  Shore  and  Pennsylvania  Railways,  also,  the  Rochester  and  Syracuse  interurban 
trolley  line,  enabling  us  to  ship  in  any  direction  over  trunk  lines.  Express  is  handled  over 
three  of  these  routes. 

BOXES  will  be  charged  for  at  the  rates  noted  below.  We  were  obliged  to  make  some 
increases  in  our  box  charges,  because  of  the  very  great  advances  in  the  cost  of  lumber,  nails 
and  labor.  The  increases  do  not  really  cover  the  increased  cost  to  us.

Any  stock  that 
is  not  exactly  as  represented,  may  be  returned  to  us  immediately  on  arrival,  and  we  will  cheer- 
fully and  without  question,  credit  back  the  unsatisfactory  plants,  or  send  others;  but  we  will 
not  entertain  claims  made  after  goods  have  been  once  accepted,  or  when  report  is  not  made 
within  six  days  after  arrival  of  the  stock.

Roses 

O OUR  great  regret  the  supply  of  roses  which  we  shall  have  available  in  Newark-grown 
plants  is  somewhat  smaller  this  season  than  last,  due  to  shortage  of  stocks  and  unfavorable 
planting  conditions  in  the  spring  of  1919.  Also,  heavy  advance  sales  made  during  the  spring 
and  summer  have  booked  us  up  very  close  to  our  estimated  supplies  in  many  varieties,  so  that 
we  are  not  offering  a complete  assortment  until  after  our  stock  is  dug,  graded  and  accurately 
counted  early  in  the  winter.  We  hope  then  to  have  additional  supplies  available.  However, 
rose-growing  has  always  been  our  leading  specialty  and,  although  our  supplies  for  this  season 
are  not  as  great  as  we  could  wish  for  taking  care  of  our  trade,  yet  they  are  by  no  means  in- 
considerable and  should  somewhat  relieve  the  extreme  shortage  that  apparently  prevails. 

GRADES.  For  fall  delivery  we  offer  only  No.  1 grade.  For  spring  shipment  we  can 
usually  offer  No.  13^  (Medium)  grade  at  30%  and  No.  2 grade  at  50%  off  these  prices.
